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fndiffercnt iudgement, Ichal without diſſinne⸗ 
lacyon aſſure than that herin is no matter of 
contencion at all. But cheritably wythont 
any woꝛde of repꝛoche as well the ryght vſe- 
of the ſacrament of the bodye and bloude of. 
Thziſte, as the abuſes and crrours toncer⸗ 
nynge the ſame,are ſet fozthe ſo playnelye p 
no man(vnlelſe he wpl wyllingly ute vp the 
eyes of hps conſcience agapnite the manyfcft 
truthe) can reade the boke thoꝛo welpe, but he 
Gall caſplye percepue what great abuſes haut 
theſe. vi hundzeth peares ben, and are at thys 
pꝛeſent daye mapntened and defended as con- 
cernynge the miniſtracion therof. 

Fyzlte foz that the popyſhe churche haue 
and doo abuſe it in offeryng it vp as an helth- 
full facrifice foz the redempſton of the ſoules 
of the congrcgatio,foz in theyz Lannon(why- 
che they cal the ſecrettes of the maſſe)are theſe 
woꝛdes. P10 redemptione animarum eccleſ is 
tue That is to ſape, toz the redemption of the 
ſoules of thy churche, where they holde opiny⸗ 
on and teache, that by offrynge vp this ſacry- 
fice/as they call it)thep applpe to, oꝛ make pat 
takers of the paſſton of A hziſte, all them that 
here oz hyre ſuche maſſes as thep haue inuen 
ted daſhed full of whyſpzyngcs, douckyngcs + 
croſpnges beſydes the demure countenaunce 
in they; tourne and halte tourne. J wyll 
ſpeake no moꝛe as concernynge thepz fonde in 
uencions aboute the miniſtracion of this moſt 
ſacred ſacrament. L eſt J ſhould therby be an 
offence oz ſtomblynge ſtocke to the weake bꝛo 
thers whole conſciences are not pet fully ſa: 
tiſtiad as concernynge the true beleue of thys 
holy miſterie, F meane leſte J ſhoulde gene thẽ 
occaſion to dooe, as certaxne fonde 
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haue ot᷑ late dapes done v at this pꝛeſente dap 
dooe inuent and apple to this anooſte holpe 

ſactament, names ot᷑ diſpitte and repꝛoche, as 

to call it 3 ake in the boxe, and round Roben, : 

uche other not onelp fonde but alſo blaſphes 

mouſe names not only vopde of al edificacion 
(which ought to be the ende of al our doynges 

and ſaxyengcs;but very i klanderouſe alſo foz 

thought the thynge beynge ſo tourned frome 

the ryght vſc as it is be abominable, ſo that 

it is leafuil foz vs to ſpeake vnreuercntlye of 
it in the abuſe: pet is it not mete foꝛ them that 
pꝛofeſſe charitie, nothynge to refrayne fo2 con 
{cience fake. The conſcience F ſap of fweake 
bꝛothers not pet ſtronge in the truthe and ſo 
moch the moꝛe foꝛ that many ECodlye mynded 
perſones, whiche by the perl wacions of cer⸗ 
tapne diſcrite and modeſte bꝛothers, haue ben 
made, of Romiſſhe idolatrers and diligẽt ſtu⸗ 
dentes of duncicall dꝛegges, diſciples of greate 
hope in the ſinſcre and true euangelpke docs 
trine:haue by the hearynge of theſe ne mes of 
repꝛoch and diſ pite, taken octaſion o thynke 
that the knowledge which thoſe men dyd pꝛo⸗ 
keſſe ( whiche woulde be ſo outragiouſe as to 
mocke and ieſte at the remembꝛaunte of our re 
dempcion ) coulde not pꝛocede of the ſ pirite ot 
E od. And haue thzoughe this perſ wal ion, re⸗ 
tourned to they? olde leuen agayne thynk nge 
them to be the true teachers ol Cods doctrine 
whiche offende in the contrarie , makyng it ſo 
diu ne a thynge that it ſhoulde bee of no leſſe 
impoꝛtante then the wholc Trinitie, the father 
the ſonne and holy goſt, foꝛ ſo they affitme ſai 
pnge , that foz as moche as it is the bodpe of 
Lhiiſt, and that C hꝛiſte is in al plates at ones 
wyth his father, and his father a 7 
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theholye Goſte:it muſt neades folowe that in 
it is the whole trinitie the father, the ſonne + 
the holpe Gooſte. Foz theſe are not,noz can 
not bee ſeparated, 

I wyll ſape foꝛ theſe men that they haue 
the zele of od, but it is not actoꝛdyng to kno 
ledge. Foꝛ as the Jewes (were frome tyme to 
tyme, taught and beleued that God dwelled in 
the temple that Solomon buyldcd)could not 
abyde to hcare that Eod ſhould not dwell in 
a temple made with mannes hande, nothynge 
conſpdcryng that he is immenſus and can not 
be contepned fox heauen is hys ſeate and the 
earth his fote ſtole, euen ſo theſe men though 
a fonde perſwaſion of the eſſencial pꝛeſence of 
Chiſte in the ſacrament : can not abyde to 
deare that the whole trinitie ſhoulde not be re 
ally contepned vnder a piece of bꝛeade, pea vn⸗ 
der euerie little crome therof, I ſpeke nat this 
as one puttynge no difference berwene that ſa 
cramcntall bꝛeade and our commone bzcade , 
but that J mape therby declare and open 
the greate blyndeneſſe of them that knowyng 
and conkeſſpnge the immenſurable nature of 
God, woulde haue him really and naturallye 
contepned in ſo ſmall a thinge. 

Heauen is my ſeate ( ſayth he) and the earth 
is mp fote ſtoole, and pet wyll they truſſe hym 
ſo ſhoꝛte that they wyll bꝛyng him into a lyt⸗ 
tle pyxe wherin a man can not tourne his fiſt. 

Hefylleth all places, and is contepned in 
no place, and pet wyll they at they? pleaſure 
place him in the chalyce,he was ncucr viſyble 
to the moꝛtall epe, and yet wyll they make him 
_appere at euerie knaues requeſte that wyl doo 

as other men dooe, J meane pape they: oꝛdena 
rie ſhote, and ſo dooynge he (tall not * 
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bim but alſo cate him vp euerve moꝛſell. 
A wolde themen woulde delygentlye pernſe 
p wordes of ſaynt Jugultine in they} legende 
on Coꝛpus Chiſti dape, whiche are theſe, ta⸗ 
ken oute of the. xxvi. treatiſe vpon Johan, 
he that eateth my fleſhe and dꝛynketh my blod 
tarteth in me and J in him. Co eate that meat 
therfoꝛe, and to dꝛinke that dzinke,is to tarye 
in Chniſte andto haue Lhaiiſte taripnge in vs. 
Ind by this he that tarpeth not in Chziſt and 
in whom Chꝛiſt tarieth not:no doubt he doth 
not ſpiritually cate his fleſhe, noz dzynke hys 
bloode, al thoughe he doo carnallpe , + vpſpblp 
truſhe with his teeth the ſacrament of Þ body 
and bloode of LChaiſte,but he dothe rather cate 
and dꝛynke, to his damnacion, the ſacramente 
of ſo noble a thyng. Here is your tranſubſtan 
t vacion vtterlpe denied, koꝛ ſaynt Fuguſtine 
putteth a playne dyfferente betwene the ſacra 
ment and the thynge it ſelfe. Fgapne the ſame 
Auguſtine, in the ſame place addeth theſe wozs 
des. The ſacrament of this thinge, that is of 
the vnitie of the bodpe and blode of Lhaiſt, is 
in ſome places pꝛepared euerie dape, in ſome o 
ther places but certayne daies, as on the ſuns 
day:, and is taken of the table of the Loꝛd, to 
ſome perſons, to lyfe,to ſome other to deſtruc⸗ 
tion,but the thynge it ſelfe,is to all pcrſones, 
to lyfe, and to deſtruction to no man, that may 
be partaker therof, What nedeth it to reherſe 
any moo wyttneſſes, ſeeynge theſe are ſufficy- 
ente, ether to pꝛoue ſapnte Juguſtine an here: 
tpke,other elſe to declare thys tranſubſtancy 
acion to be bothe foolyſhe and abominable. 

Bothe fo? that it truſſethe together the diuiny 
tie, and inlargethe the humanytpe,bepondle all 
mecaſurc,thuzcthyng vp into a coꝛner þ parte 
A. ui. hichc 


whiche no place can conteyne , and ſettyng at 
Ipbertype to be in all places, that whiche muſte 
neades be in one place only. Vt cuerie man wyl 
folo we his conſcience in thys mattire doubt 
not but they ſhall ſone be per waded how far 
wydde thys tranſubſtanciacion is frome the 
trueth. But nowe take they holde of the wor 
des of the Loꝛde at the fyꝛſt inſtitucion of this 
mooſte ſacred ſacrament, whic he are theſe. 

This is my bodpe, whiche ſhall be detyue 
red fo: pou. This is my bloude whych ſhal be 
thcd foꝛ you and mani into remiſſion of ſinnes 
What natural, eſſencial, and real pzeſ&ce they 
buylde vpon theſe woꝛdes, is abundantlye de: 
clared in the Byſhoppe of Wynche ſter and 
docter Smythes bokes. 

I ſhall theretoꝛe mooſte humblpe deſyꝛe the 
readare vtterlpe to ſhake of all ſuperſticiouſe 
perl wacvous of old: vſages , gzu:ynge hym 
ſelfe wholp to teachyng of the ſpirite of god 
who teacheth inwardly in the hearte, all them 
that geue ouer them ſelues to hys teachynge 
+ infounacy0. vnd J foꝛ my part pelding meto 
p ſame ſpirite, ſhal in this caſe wꝛyte p thynge 
onelye, whyche my conſcience ſhall geue me to 
be of the ſpirite of the lyuynge God, and my 
truſt is that the good ſpirite of God is my lea 
dare. Is concernynac the vnderſtandpage of 
the woꝛdes of Liniſte , vou ſhall knowe that 
the maner of teachpng is double, that is to ſay 
by woꝛdes and by ſygnes. 

By woꝛdes we teache whan we declare 
vnto the hearers, by woꝛdes, the thynge that 
we wolde they ſhoulde knowe. By ſygnes we 
teache whan we do ſome thynge wherby the 
beholders may gather our meanyng: as Tar⸗ 
quinius ſuperbus did whe he ſtrake of 5 top⸗ 
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pes of the hygheſt poppyes , declaringe therby 
that his aduiſe was to haue the greateſt rulcrs 
beheaded. We teach alſo both by wordes + by 
ſygnes, when we adde vnto the woꝛdes ſome 
action to declare ⁊ as it were to expounde the 
wozdes withall. Is fs mencioned in the actes 
of the apoſtles of a pꝛophete whiche declared 
vnto Paul? the perſecution he ſhonlde indure 
at Hieruſalem whyther he was gopng, and to 
make the matter moꝛt plavne, he toke Paules 
gyꝛdle fri aboute hym and tyed hys feet? with 
all ſaynge:the man whoſe gyꝛdle thys is, ſhal 
be thus boũden at Dicrn"alem, Euen co good 
thuſtian bꝛethꝛen) our ſauioure Lhiiſte, wyl⸗ 
lynge to declare to hys apoſtles, the wonder⸗ 
full participation that all faythfull chꝛiſtians 
ſhoulde haue in hys bodya and bloude: toke 
bꝛeade whyche is the chiefe, and in ſcripture 
comptcd the onely foode of the bodpe of man, 
and whẽ he had/after hvs accuſtomed mancr ) 
geuen thankes, he bleſſed, not croſſynge the 
bꝛeade worth the the hynder fyngers haupnge 
the fo:efynger and the thombe faſte io yned to 
gether . No he made no ſygne of the croſſe at 
all. Foꝛ, to make the ſygne of the croſſe was in 
thoſe dayes none other, the it is now to make 
the ſygne of a galowe tree. He bleſſed therfo:e 
after the maner that the fathers the pꝛophetes 
x patriarkes vſed, that is, he inuocated x called 
vpon 5ᷣ name 8f his father, deſyꝛing him to ac 
tplyſhe inuiſibly in al hys fapthfull dearlyn⸗ 
ges, the thynge whych he intẽ ded to declare vn 
to them by p vyſible ſigne. he ſayd he to his 
a poſtles, tanke pe, eat ye, this is my body, which 
ſhalbe delyuered foꝛ you. Not mcanpnge that 
he had changed the nature of bead into the na 
ture of fleſhe, makpnge the bꝛead that he helde 
in hvs hande hys naturall bodye, koz then had 


he geuen vnto them a moꝛtall x coꝛruptible bo 
dye to eate whych thynge is ſo moche vngod⸗ 
lpe that very nature abhoꝛreth it. But he gaue 
them the bꝛeade to eate, ſaynge:thys is my bs⸗ 
dye, which ſhalbe delyuered koꝛ yon, F became 
man koꝛ none other purpoſe , but that my bo⸗ 
dye ſhulde be toꝛne and rent foꝛ to ſatiſfy for 
pour ſynnes, that pour ſoules myght be fedde, 
and hane lyke participation therof, as your bo 
dyes haue of thys bꝛeade, and pou ( whych be 
ty faythfull)are as thys bꝛeade is, one bodpe 
made of many bodpes, fot euery lytle grayne 
wherof thys bꝛeade is made, is of hym ſelfe a 
bodye, and pet ioyned to gyther they are but 
one bodye. In lyke maner you that beleue in 
me though ye be many, vet ioyned togyther by 
fayth ye are but one bodye + J am your heade. 
Thys miſterie can pou not vnderſtande with 
out ſome viſible ſigne wipch may refiſent vn 
to pou Þ veritie therof, take ve this bꝛede ther⸗ 
foe ⁊ know foꝛ certeintie þ lyke as it is one ſo 
are pe one pf ye remayne in fapth. And as it 
uouryſheth the bodye,ſo doth my paſſion nou 
ryſhe the ſoule whych hath no lyfe but in m2: + 
by me. In lyke maner when he had ſupp2Dd, hc 
toke the cuppꝛ ſaynge, tak? ye, and dꝛynke pc 
all of thys, thys is thz cupps of the new: teſta 
ment in mo bloud, whych ſhalbe ſhede foz you 
and many into remiſſion of ſynnes. Do thys 
ſo ofte as you diynke in my remembꝛaunce. 
In other ſign? to declare thys miſterie by. 
hys cuppe of wyne is but one body, and pet 
is it made of many grapes, and ſo are vou but 
one bodpe althoughe pou be many, ſo longe 
as you be ioyned together by fayth. It.comtoꝛ 
teth the herte and the lyuely ſpirites of the bo- 
dye, and ſo doth my bloude ſh:de on the croſſe 
com 


tomkoꝛte the ſoule. By thys action haue J de⸗ 
clared vnto you the miſterie of the participati 
on you haue in me by fayth , vſe you the Came 
that thys your delyuerance by me may neuer 
lippe out of youre mynd. We haue eaten the 
lambe whyche putteth vs in remembꝛance of 
the wondorfnll delyuerance out of the captiui⸗ 
tie in Egppte, whyche was done moe then a 
thouſande peares paſte, So ſhall you eat thys 
bꝛeade and dꝛynke thys cuppe in remembꝛance 
of your redemption and deliuerance out of the 
ſpiritnal Egypte, and from the ſpiritual ha 
rao the dyuell. And when you ſhalbe demauns 
ded what you meane by thys eatynge + dꝛyn⸗ 
kynge, you ſhall Cape: we were thzoughe the 
ſynne and tranſareTion of the fyꝛſt man Adi, 
made bonde mẽ and captiues to the dyuel, out 
of whych bondage we could by no meanes be 
delpuered tyll it had pleaſed Hod the father to 
ſende hys onely begotten konne to take oure 
natnre vpon hym, that he myght dye and be an 
Acceptable ſacrifice to pacifye the fathers 
wꝛathe. Whertoꝛe the nyght befoze he ſuffered 
he declared vnto vs by theſe viſible ſignes, 
what cõmunion we haue in hym of all that e⸗ 
yer he delerued foꝛ vs. Ind then he cõmaũded 
vs to vſe the ſams bycauſe we ſhoulde be al⸗ 
wapes put in remembꝛance of that our redem 
ption and delpy:rance , none other wyſe then 
Moyſes dyd to the Fſraelites the nyghte bes 
koꝛe he dyd by the wonderfull myght of God, 
bꝛynge them out of the great captiuitie wher 
in they were holden in Egypt. The woꝛdes of 
fapnt Paule to the Coꝛinthians, do teache no 
leſſe then J haue here wzytten. Foꝛ he ſapeth, 
ſo often as you cate thys bꝛeade aud dzynke 
thys cup, pou ſhal declare the * ok the =_ 
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tyll he tome. And therfoꝛe who ſo cur cateth 
of thys bꝛead, oꝛ dzynketh of thys cup vnwoꝛ 
ch 1p doth eate and dꝛynke hys owne dampna 
tion. Here is a plapne detlaration of the ende x 
purpoſe of Chʒiſt whẽhe inſtituted this moſte 
ſatred ſacram#e. Foꝛſoth to kepe i remèbꝛãte. 
hys moſte doloꝛouſe death + pꝛeciouſe bloude 
moſte pltteouſy ſhed: vpõ Þ croſſe. Ind who 
ſo euer eateth + dunketh it vnwoꝛthely that is 
to ſaye foꝛ any other purpoſe th? foꝛ the ſame 
it was oꝛdepned for) Þ ſame eateth x dꝛynketh 
hys owne dapnation . Þ thynke not cotrarie, 
dut p moſte men wyl thynue this a ſtraũge in⸗ 
terp ietation of this plate foꝛ as moche as th: 
moſte aunctent / yca all) Þ doctours that make 
any mention of thys place, and Caluine hym 
ſelte in thys boke whyche J haue tranſlated) 
d) apply? the vnwoꝛthynes in r2cepuynge 
o? thys ſatrament, to the vnpenitent herte of 
th2 per ſone whych recevueth it. Ind in verpe 
dede ſuch one is karre vnwoꝛthy to receyue ſo 
woꝛthy a ſatrament for as mache as he is not 
the membꝛe noꝛ ſeruant of Chꝛiſt, but a mem 
bꝛe of the dyuell and ſeruant to ſynne. And , 
thys interpꝛetation is no leſſe godly the fruvt 
full. Fo: therby are the membꝛes of Lhaiſt put 
in feare to pꝛeſume to com? to the table of the 
Loꝛde vnleſſe they haue kyꝛſt examined x koũde 
them ſclues the trewe membres of Chiſte, in: 
dued and adoꝛned wyth peript faythe, hope x 
charitie. But yf we wyl go to the natiue ſence 
of the texte: we ſhal perccyue, that in thys pla⸗ 
te 13aul? ſpeaketh of the male regarde the Co 
rinthians had to thys moſte ſacrcd ſacramet, 
not vſynge it with ſo much? reuerente as they 
ought to do. For he addeth theſe woꝛdes. 

 Puttynge no dyfferente of the Loꝛdes boddy, 
As he ſhoulde haue ſayde eſtcamynge it no- 


thynge better then the commune bꝛeade wher⸗ 
wyth they fedde theyꝛ bod des. The phꝛaſe 
of ſpeakynge gpucth thys interpꝛetation, fo! 
yl I fave. Thys man was'not worthelp en⸗ 
tertapned. J meane not that the partye whych 
entertapned hym was not worthye to enter: 
tapne ſo noble a man:but that he was not v⸗ 
ſed as was beſeamynge for ſuche a man to 
be vſed. So that to receyue the ſacrament vn⸗ 
woꝛthelpe, is to receyue it other wyſe oꝛ for an 
other purpoſe then it ought to be recepued for, 
that is aftcr any other foꝛme oꝛ foꝛ any other 
purpoſe then thc woꝛdes of the fyꝛſt inſtituti⸗ 
on do declare . For when the vſe of good 
thynges is altered from the purpoſe and ende 
they were fyꝛſt oꝛdeyned foꝛ: then arc they vn- 
woꝛrthelye handled, All they therkoꝛe whyche 
do pꝛiuatlpe recevyue the ſacramente, eyther to 
meryte them ſelues oꝛ other, other that do ma⸗ 
ke it a ſacrifyce fo2 the redemption of ſynne, 
oꝛ to pacifye goddes wꝛathe in any condicion, 
oꝛ after any other foꝛme, oꝛ foꝛ any other pur⸗ 
poſe then is declared in the woꝛdes of the fyꝛſt 
inſtitution:do receyue it to theyꝛ damnation, 
puttynge no dyfference of the Loꝛdes bodye, 
but vſynge it as a matter of marchandyſe, oꝛ 
occupation to get thy: lyuunge vpon. They 
onely reteyue it woꝛthely, whych receyus it as 
a moſte worthy ſacrament and ſygne repꝛeſen 
tynge vnto vs the commimpon and parti⸗ 
cipation we haue in all tha t euer Chꝛiſte dyd 
oꝛ purchaſed foꝛ vs, by takpnge out nature, + 
ſuffryng therin all maner of moſte myſcrable 
afflictions,+ fynally , by hys moſte cruel + do⸗ 
loꝛouſe death. Therfo:c to hopſe it ouer they? 
heades, to daunce it ouer the cuppe, to carve it 
in the ſtretes wyth greate pompe and gloꝛpe, 
to bowe thepze knees and to knocke thepze

bteaftes befoze it, and to locke it vp in a pyre 
to haue it redie to ſerue at all houres, all ſuche 
chapmen as ſhall call foꝛ it:is but a polytike 
caſte of the marchantes which dyſpleye and 
ſet abꝛode to bee ſeene ſuche marchandpſe as 
they woulde fayneſt ſell. As they dooe offende 
whiche neglecte and conmene this mooſt holy 
miſterie, eſteamynge it no better than the con- 
mon bꝛeade wherwith oure bodies bee fede: ſo 
doo: thep alſo offende which honoure it with 
dyuine honoure, makyng it therby an idole of 
all other moſt to be abhozred both ? oꝛ that( as 
they vſe it)it is a playne Antichziſte, ſpoplyng 
Thaiſtz of his victoꝛie atchyued by the ones 
offcrynge of him ſelfe fox all:and alſo foꝛ that 
ffpulleth Þ beleauers therõ, frõ the true adoꝛa 
tpon of God the father, and maketh them to 
honoure fo: the inuiſible, immenſe, and eter, 
q nall God, that viſible,meſurable,and coꝛrup⸗ 
4 tible bꝛead and wyne. Yea(as they vſe it it is 
4 not the communion of Lhiiſtes boodye and 
blode at al, but a fonde inuẽciõ of thepz owne 
Fo? Lhtiſt did not make ſo manye croſſynges 
and bleſſynges and then eate vp all him ſelf, 
but we muſte beleue that they recepue it koꝛ vs 
and in all oure names. Well J ſhall remitte Þ 
faythful readers to the aucthoure of this little 
4 boke, mooſte humble beſekynge the loꝛde oure 
WK | God. plentucuſely to poure out, ot his ſpirite 
1 of knowlege vpon vs all, that wee may dayͤ n 
ly moꝛe and moꝛe, fynde out the hydde and ſes

Und as we ſay? in the 
Frenche tonge, vnder dyſceyuable ſygiress 

And therfoze muſte we nedes greunt, that vt 
the repꝛeſentation whych the Lozde gyueth in 
the ſupper be no fayned thynge , that then the 
inward? ſubſtaunce of the ſacrament, is ans 
nered to the vylible ſygnes: and that in lyie 
maner as the bꝛead is dyſtributed in the hande, 
ſo is the bodpe of Lhniſte communicate vato 
vs, to the intent we ſhulde be partazers ther⸗ 
of, And doubtleſſe pf there were no moꝛe but 
thys one thynge, yet ought it to ſatiſfye vs a 
boundantlpe, for as muche as we vnderſt ide 
that in the ſupper, Chriſte gyueth vnto vs the 
very ſubſtaunce of hys bodye and blonde:that 
we mape wyth full ryght po ſleſſe hym, and in 
poſſeſſynge hym, be called into the ſocietie of 
all hys good thynges. For in that we poſſeſſe 
hym, all the treaſures and heauenlye goodesg, 
whyche be ſecretlye laped vp in hym , are ſet 
out vnto vs, to the intente that they ſhulde be 
oures , and that wa ſhould? inioye them wyth 
hym. B:efely therfoze to defyne the profyte of 
the ſnpper:we maye ſape þ in it Jeſus Chziſt 
is offered vnto vs, that wẽ may poſſeſſe hym , 
hym ſelfe and in hym aboundaunc: and plens 
tye of all the mertyes and benefytes that the 
mynde can deſpꝛe. Whyche thynge is an ercea- 
dynge great helpe vnto vs in ſtablyſhynge our 
tonſciences in that truſte whych we ought to 
haue in hym. In other vtilitie is, that by it we 
are more ſtered and admonyſh2d to acknow⸗ 
ledge the benefittes wich we haue and do day 
ly recepne of the Loꝛde Jeſu Chiiſte that we 
mape gyue vnto hym honoure and gloꝛye: and 
that (as mete is) we celebꝛate hys moſte holye 
name 


name wyth continuall pzapfes . Fo: by nature 
we are very ne gligent, in the remembꝛaunce of 
goodnell. of our god, neither do we thynke 
here on at any tyme, onleſſe he do awake oute 
dougyſhneſle and pzouoke vs to our dutpe. 
And wyth ſharper pꝛickes tan we not be pꝛit⸗ 
ked, than in that he compclleth vs (as it were ) 
to ſee with oure eies, and to handle with oure 
handes, yea openly to knowe and percepue, ths 
greatneſſe of the ineſtimable heneflte in that he 
kedeth, andr eth vs with hys owne pꝛo⸗ 
per ſubſtance, which thing he would Could be 
declared and made open vnto vs, in þ he bideth 
vs declare his death tyll he ec me. zt 10 be that, 
it be a thing ſo neceſlarp to ſaluation, not to be 
vnmyndkul of the mercles 2 bencfitcs that god 
hath ſhowed vnto vs, but rather diligentlpe to 
call them agaypne to memoꝛie, and to extolle the 
greatip to other men, that we mayc by mutual 
admonicios be ſtered vp: we ſce therin a ſingu⸗ 
lare cc moditie of the ſupper, whych calleth vs 
back fro the vice of vnthankfulnes, x ſufircth 
vs not to foꝛget þ great benefite which £hziſt 
Mowed vs whan he died fo2 cur ſakes : but it 
bzyngeth vs to thys paſſe , that we geue than 
kes vnto him, and do(as it were with en open 
teftimonie , confcfſe how moch we are bounde 
vnto hin. The thzcd kynd of vtilitie conſiſteth 
in this thyng, that we be therby mo2c vehemẽt⸗ 
lie ſtered vp, to ſanctimonte and puritie of ly fe, 
and are with moꝛe force of pet? uaſions, dryue 
thyetlye and befoze all other, to kepe charitie: 
krẽdihip amg ourſelues. J oꝛ, ſeing that we be 
made the members of Lhziſte , beynge gra fed 
into his bodye, and are iopned to gether wyth 
hm, as with oure head:it is but mete, that we 
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chiefly be facioned after his puritie, 2 innocen⸗ 
cte,x that ther be eſpecially ſuch cõcoꝛdeamong 
vs, as ought to be among the membzes of one 
bodice. although to haue p true vnderſtandyn 
of this vtiltie, we ought hot to thinke, that the 
lozde doth onely exhoꝛte, and ſtere vs vp, other 
inflame vs with an external ſigne. Fox this is 
the chiefe thynge that he with his ſpirite woꝛ⸗ 
keth intierly in vs, to adde foꝛce and efficacye 
to his oꝛdinaunte whyche he hath appoynted 
as it were an inſtrument ſeruyng hym to thys 
purpos, that he might accomplyſhe and finiſde 
his woꝛke in vs. CTherkoꝛe, becauſe the power 
of the holy goſte is coupled with the ſacramen 
tes, whan they be recepued ſo as they oughte 
to b:: we ought to hope and truſte, that they 
be an helpe vnto vs that we maye go foward 
in holyn-ſle of lyfe and cſpecyally in charitſe, 
Nowe muſte we come to the thyꝛde of the 
chizte partes whyche we haue purpoſed in the 
begynnynge of thys lptle boke, that is to ſa 
to the ryght v:e, that we maye reuerentlye obs 
lerue tue inſtitution of the Loꝛde. Foz who 
ſo euer cometh vnto thys ſacrament, wyth a 
ccrtapne contempte, negligentlye oꝛ wpthout 
regarde, nothynge carcfull to holde hys pur⸗ 
poſe, and to perſcuer in that where in the Lozs 
de hath called hxmthe doth e fro wardlye abuſe 
it, and in abuſynge fylthyly contaminate it . 
But to contaminate and pollute the thynge 
that god hath ſo holyly conſecrated,is a great 
and intollerable ſacriledge . Nepthecr is it in 
vapne that Paule declarcth ſo greuouſe and 
truell dampnation to all them that recepue it 
vnwoꝛthelpe. Foz pt there be nothynge, eyther 
in heauen epther ig earth, that is moꝛc W 


then thc hodye and bloude of the Loꝛd: it is no 
malt autc to diſpyce it, and to reccyue it wyth 
out* conſideration, and to come thyther not 
well and diltgentlye pꝛeparced. Foꝛthermo ze, 
he dothe aducrtpſe vs to pꝛoue our ſelues, that 
we mape vle it euen as the thynge requy2?th, 
It lo be that we vnderſtande what pꝛobati⸗ 
on that oughte to be: we ſhall alſs percepus 
what vſe that is whych we loke foꝛ, bur great 
and wyſe circumſpettion muſte be had in this 
thynge. Foꝛ as we can not be to diligent in ex⸗ 
aminynge our ſclucs , as the Loꝛde hath cert; 
maunded:rucn ſo dyd the \cphitiicall doctoꝛs 
(whylſe they requyꝛed 3 cane not tell what 
kyndc of pꝛobation, and diligcce in examinpng 
ofa mans ſelte, ſuche as neuer man coulde be 
able to perfoꝛme) holde the myſcrable conſcien 
tes to muche perplexe, caſtynge them into won 
dcrfull daungcrouſe anxitie, pca rather into 
hoꝛrible toꝛmentes. 2nd to be delz uered from 
theſe inrollynges of perturbations , wemuſte 
(as J haue ſapd: bctoze)reduce all thynges to 
the inſtitution of the Lode, as to tic rule, 
whyche yt we fols we, we ſhall neyther u yde 
no erre. And lolo wynge it, we ought to con⸗ 
ſyder whether we fele in cur ſclucs vntayned 
repentaunte and fayth , W hyche two are fo 
ior ned betwene them \cines , that it is rot poſ 
ſible that the one can by any meancs conſyſtc 
wythout the other. 4 oꝛ pf we do ſuppoſe that 
oure lyte remaynerh in U hiiſte: then muſte we 
ackno wlege that in cure ſeluꝭs we are deade. 
It we tcke cure foꝛte and ſtrengthe in tym; 
then muſt wee vnderſtande that we, deſti / uted 
of all ſtteugth, do faynte , It we put al oure 
kelicitie in nis mercp::we mut neades perteiue 
howe great our miſery is, whan that is away 
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It oure quictrteſſe + tFanquilite be repoſed in 
him: the muſt we kele nought els in our ſelucs 
but vnquietnes, trobteſomc cares, and ſoliciz 
tudes, Ind ſuche affection tan not tr in vs but 
it wyl ingender in vs & certayne diſpleaſaunce 
of our whole lyfc,beſpdes the carcfulnclle end 
keare, and at the laſt, the loue + deſpꝛe of tuſtics 
Foz he that knoweth the filthines of his ſpnne 
and the miſerie of his eſtate whylſc he is eril:d 
from Cod, is ſo greatly abaſſhed, that he is co 
ſtrayned, to be out of conceyt with him ſelfe, 
to condenme him {clfe,and fo; verie doloure of 
hert to wecpe and ij ghc.To theſe thynges, is 
thc tudgernent of God obiccted incontinente, 
which thrutcheth the conſcicnee of the pnner 
in wondcr: ull ſtraptes, whan he percey ucih p 
he can by no mcanes ef cape, and that there is 
no place of defence remaynynge. W han we. ac- 
tnowledgynge oure owne myſcry after ſuche 
ſozte,are able to taſte of the goodnelle of god: 
then do wee Ddeſpze to directe all the oꝛder of 
ours lyt᷑e vnto his, wyll, that ( ablectyng the 
thynges whiche we followed bel oꝛe) we mape 
in him be mad: a newe creatourc, yt we, ther 
foꝛe, wyll haue that communpon, which is bee 
ſeamyng foꝛ vs to haue, the communion of the 
mooſte holye ſupper of the Lozde: Let vs 
wyth a firms cofidence of mynde take C hiſte 
foʒ our? luſtice , lyfe and helth : let vs imb2acc 
his pꝛomeſſes ſuppoſyng them to be ccrtapne 
and conſtant:let vs renownce al ſuecursto the 
contrarie, which ſtriue therwith, and all ton⸗ 
fidence of the ſame: that we diſtruſtynge our: 
ſelues and all other creatures, may be quiet in 
him onelie, and content onre ſelues with his 
onlie mertie which thyng bycauſe it tan not be 
done, vnleſſe we knowe how moche n:ad? we 
haue 


haue of helpe and ſucertre:no remedye we muſt 
neades be moſt ſharpelye pꝛycked and dygged 
as it were th a goade, though Þ fealing of our 
myſeric:thqt we as men halfe famyſhed, tape 
deſy2ouſipeloke fo: hym. Fox howe fonde a 
thynge were it to ſeke fo: meate wythout any 
maner of app:tit-Tnd to gette an appetite to 
im2ate,the nerte wape is to haue an emptie ſto⸗ 
make, but in ſuche takynge that it mape ad⸗ 
myte mate. Of thys it tolo weth þ it behoueth 
oute ſoules to be hungrie, and feruentlye to de 
ſyꝛe meat, that they mape in the ſupper of the 
Lode fpade theyꝛe nutirment. Foithermoꝛe, 
it is to be noted that we can not deſp1e Lhatſte 
vnleſſe we do aſpire to the iuſtice of god:whps 
che conſiſtethe in the deniall of oure ſelfe, and 
the obedpence that ought to be geuen vnto him 
Fo: it can by no meanes agree, that we ſhould

ſo be that we, voyde of all — and ſy⸗ 
mulacion, do in that weakneſſe truſt foꝛ helth 
in Chiſſt, wyllynge to directe our lyfe after the 
rule of p Goſpell. But namely J ſay that ther 
be none Hypotricie:betauſe very many do dif 
ceyue them ſelues wyth vayne ffaterynges, per 
ſuadynge the ſelues that it is ſufficicnt pf they 
condemne theyꝛ vices althought they do nour⸗ 
riſhe the ſameꝛoꝛ els it ſufficeth it they abſteine 
from them for a tyme and intend to retourne to 
the ſam: agayne incontinent. But the true re: 
pentaunte is fyrme and conſtant. Ind therfo:e 
it bzyngeth to paſſe that wee ſtryue agaynſte 
the euyll that wee oure ſeluzs carpe wyth vs, 
not fo: a fewdayes oꝛ monethes but though 
all the tyme of oure lyfe, wythout any manner 
intermiſſion. Whan we kele that vices doo ſo 
diſpleaſe vs, and that the vnfapned hatred of 
them ptocedpng from the feare of God, is graf 
fed in vs, and that we be alſo led wyth the de⸗ 
ſpꝛe to lyue well and holylpe: wee are apte and 
mete to rec:yue the ſupper o* Þ Lozd:although 
ther be pet remaynyng in vs very many frags 
mentes of infirmities Ye vnlefſe we were 
weake, ſubiecte to diffidence,+ vnperfecte lpfe: 
the ſacrament were vnpꝛoffitable foꝛ vs, and 
fhe inſtitucion therot had not ben neceſſarpe. 
Seynge therkoze it is the remedpe wherewpth 
God wolde ſuccure oure weakenes ſtrighthen 
oure faythe increaſe our charite and ſet vs fo; 
warde in ſanctitie of Iyfe:we onghte ſo moche 
the rather to vle it, how moch moꝛe n 
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dee fele oure lelues oppꝛeſſed wyth the maguy⸗ 
tude of the diſeas. Moch leſſe ought it to te an 
inpedimente vnto vs. Foz yf we do lye fo: excu 
Ce that wee be pet weake in fapthe,and not ol 
kyfe perfeet ynough, to the intent we may with 
dra we oure ſelues frome the vſe of the ſupper 
it were euen lyke as pf a man would abſtayne 
from phyſpke becaude he were ſycke. | 

The weakneſſe therfoze of faythe + the vy 
ces of our lyte ought to admoniſhe vs to come 

to the ſupper, as to the chyefe remedye, that 
they mpght bee amended and co2rected. 

So that we come not, voyd? of all faythe and 
repentance. Mherot the kyꝛſt is hyd in p mind 
and therfoze our conſcience muſt bear: vs wyt 
neſſe befo2c S od. Che later is declared in ac⸗ 
tion and wotke:and therfoze it is requiſyte þ 
it appeare in our lyfe. 

As concernynyg the tyme of celebꝛatynge 
the ſupper, it may not bee appoynted and pꝛe⸗ 
ſcrybed vnto all men. Foꝛ there is no man but 
he ſhall ſometyme haue ſuche pꝛyuate impedy⸗ 
mentes, as maye extuſe a man thoughe he ab- 
ſtayne. Beſpdes that wee haue no pꝛecepte. 
wherby all men be compelled to vſe it ſo ofte 
as it maye be offered vnto them. But yet if we 
haue reſpecte vnto the ende where vnto the 
Loꝛde leadeth vs: we ſhall knowe that the vſe 
therot ought to ba moche moꝛe common? than 
it is commonlye amonge many men. Foꝛ, lone 
how moch moꝛe we be oppreſſed th weakenes 
ſo moch the mo1e often ought wee to be exerty 
fed in it, betauſe it maye and ought to bee p10» 
fytable vnto vs, both for the cont᷑irm ĩcyon of 
eure fapth,and alſo foz the ſettynge foꝛwarde 
of the holyneſſe of Ipfe, Wherfoꝛe in all cons 
gregacpõs wel n. =_ ſuch =_ 
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that the ſupper be celebꝛate ſo ofte as maye be 
and ſomoch as Þp:ople ſhalbꝛ able to receyue 
And euerpe pꝛiua te perſon ought, ſo moche as 
in hym lyeth, to be redye to recpeue it ſo of ten 
as it ſhall be celebꝛate in a commune aſſemble: 
vnleſſe he be by verye vrg ent cauſes conſtray⸗ 
ned to abſtayne. Foz, all be it, that the tyme is 
not aſſigned noꝛ the daye expꝛeſſed by any pꝛe⸗ 
cepte oꝛĩ commaundemet:yet ought thys thinge 
to ſuffice , that wee know? it to b2 the loꝛdes 
wyl we ſhold vle thys ſacrameut often tymes 
Dtherwyſe we knowe not the pꝛofyte that cos 
meth vnto vs therby . The excuſos that Come 
men lap, are voyde and vayne. Hom? ſaye they 
are not worthy : and by that pꝛeterte they abs 
ſcayne all the pere. Other do not onelpe conſys 
der hawꝛ vnwoꝛrthy they be: But they do alſo 
lay: for them, that they can not communicate 
wyth ſuche as they ſee come thyther vnpꝛepa⸗ 
ed. Ao, other ſuppoſe that the oft vſe of it is 
ſuperfluoſe: neither doo: they thynke that it 
ouvht to be ſo oft iterated and repeted , after 
that we haue ones receyued Chziſte. J aſke of 
thoſe fyꝛſte, whyche laye fo: them ſclu:s theps 
own: vnwoithyneſſe: how? their conſcience 
can ſuſtayne ſo greate myſerpe moꝛe than an 
pere,+ dare not cal vpõ the loꝛd accoidynglye. 
Fo: they wyll graunt it to be a poynt of raſſh 
neſſe, to tall vpon god as a father, vnleſſt wee 
be the membꝛes of Lhnyſte . Whyche thynge 
cannot be done vnlelle the ſubſtaunce and ves 
titye of the ſupper be fulfplled in vs. 
And pf we haue the veritie it lelffe, we are 
wyth moch better reaſon , mete to recepue the 


ſpgne. 
: Wherby wee percepue , that they whyche 
wolde exempte them lelues froms the ſupper 
as 


as vnwoꝛthy, dooe robbe them ſelnes of that 
great commoditie of inuocatyng and pꝛaiyng 
to god. But J would not compel them whoſe 
conſclences be troubled and feared by any rely 
gyon,to the intente they ſhoulde intermingle 

them ſelues raſhlye ; But rather Jtounſaple 

them to tarie foꝛ a ſcaſon , vntyll the Loꝛde 

hall voultſ ate to delyuer them from that an: 

riettc, In lyke maner yf ther be any other cauſe 
J do not denie but it is lawful to dekerre. 

1 do onely purpoſe to declare, that no man 
ought to continewe longe in thys thynge that 
he maye abſtayne for his vnwoꝛthynes. 

Foꝛ ſo is the congregacion robhed of the com 
munſcacion:wherin all oure hclth conſiſteth. 
Let hym rather indeuoure to feyght agaynſte 
all the impedymentes whyche the deuil caſteth 
agaynſte hym:leſte he be excluded fro ſo greate 
a good thynge, and conſequently robbed of all 
the benifitcs to gather. 

The other mens rea ſone is more aparant: 
betauſe they vſe this r:aſone. That is to ſay, 
pk it be not leatul to cate commune bꝛead with 
them that name them ſelues bꝛitherne, and 
dose, vet neuertheleſle, lyue fylthyly and lycen⸗ 
ciouſſpe:moche leſſe that bꝛeade, whpche is con 
ſecra ted foꝛ this intent, that it maye repꝛeſent 
and geue vnto vs the bodye of the Loꝛde. 

But it is no harde thynge to make anl were to 
theſe alſo, that it perteyneth not to eutrie pꝛi⸗ 
uate perſon, to iudge and decerne, who ought 
to b: admitted, and who to bee depelled: but 
to the whole congregaction,other eiſe the ſhepe 
herde and elders, whoſe helpe he oughte to 
v:e in the ozderyng and gouernyng of the con 
gregacion. Fo: ſayncte Paule cõmaundeth vs 
not to cxampne other, but oure lelues, 116 
is 


It is our dutie to admoniche them that lyue vl 
cioud pe:and if they wyll not here vs, to make 
relation to the ſhepcherde: that he maye finiſhe 
the mattier by the auctoꝛitie of Þ tongregation 
But we mape not ſo wythdrawe oure ſelues 
frome the copanie and aſſemble of the wycked 
that we koꝛſake the tommunton of the congre⸗ 
gacion . Bp"pdes theſe thynges, tt ſhall ofte 
tymes chaunce, that the crimes be not ſo mag⸗ 
nifeſte, that it mays be leaful to procede to exc5 
munſcacion. Foi.although the ſhepcherde that 
in his mynde indge any man to be vnworthy: 
ret may he not pronounce him to be ſuch a one 
oꝛ pꝛohſbite hym the ſupper:vnleſſe he haue cõ⸗ 
uicted hrm by the iudgement of the congrega⸗ 
eton, whych2 thyng whan it chaunceth, there 
remavneth non? other remedie, hut that we de⸗ 
ſvꝛe god that he wyll delyuer hys church from 
al offences:in this meane tyme whylſe we loke 
karthe dave of iudgement, wherin the chaffe 
Call bz ſeu-red from? the good grayne . The 
thyide, haue no kvnd: at all of the lyklyneſſe of 
the truthe. Foz this ſpiritnall bꝛeade is not ge⸗ 
uen vnto vs, to the intẽt we ſhould be glutted 
mcontinent, but rather, that taſtyng the ſwet- 
neſſe therof, we ſhoulde hunger the moꝛe after 
tt, and vſe it as often as it ſhould2 bz p:ofered 
vnto vs. Cuvs is the thyng that J haue expoũ 
ded befoze:that Jeſus Chꝛpſt is neuer ſo com⸗ 
m micate vnto vs, ſo long as we be in this moz 
tall ly ffe, that oure ſoules map be ſaciate with 
hym, but that he maye be an accuſtomed nou⸗ 
ryſſhement vnto them. 

Co come to the fourth parte. Whan the 
deuyll percepu2d that thc loꝛde le? te to the con⸗ 
greg icion, nothynge moꝛ pꝛofitable than thys 
ſatramꝭt:he dede. at᷑ter his accuſtomed mauer) 
employe 


eruplope hym felfe (euen fncontinent vpon the 
kyꝛſt inſtitucion) to cotaminate it wpth diucrs 
crrours and ſuperſticions, to Þ intet he migh; 
cozrupte and diſtroyc the fruytc thcrof:neither 
dide he ſeaſe to labour hys purpos, vntyll he 
had put awape the inſtitucion of the 102d, and 
tourned it into a ye and vanitie. Jf pertaineth 
not to my purpoſe to afſygne in what ty me e⸗ 
gerp diſcepte and erroure had hys begynnyng. 
It ſhall be ſutticient foꝛ me articularipc to no⸗ 
te, the errours þ the deuyl hath inuented, which 
we muſte beware o pf we wyll haue the !ups 
per ot᷑ the Loꝛde vncozrupted. 1 piſt thertoꝛe 
whã the loꝛde gaue the ſupper vnto vs, to the 
intent it ſhoulde be diſtributed among vs, that 
it might repꝛeſtt vnto vs the ct munion which 
we haue in his bodye, and alſo that wee myght 
be partakers of that ſacrifice, whyche hc otfe⸗ 
red vnto his father, to purge oure ſinnes: men 
haue on the contrarie , by theyz owne wyttes 
commented, that it is a ſacryt ice wherbp wee 
obtayne of god rem ſſion of ſinnes. W hyche 
thyng? is deteſtable ſacrelcge, and not to bee 
ſuffered by anp meanes. Foz vnleſſe we ackno 
ledge, and belcue ſtedfaſtlye that the death of 
the loꝛde Felu Chziſte is the onlpe ſacrifice, 
whcrby he reconciled vs to god the father, put 
tynge awapc al the ſinnes wherof we were gil 
tye in hys judgement: we ouertho we and diſ- 
trope hps fo:ce and cfficacte.Unleſſe we grave 
that Lh:iſte is the onlye pꝛyſte by whoſe inter⸗ 
ceſſion we are comen agayne into fauour with 
his father:we robbe hym of hys honoure, and 
do him great iniurie Sepng therfoze, that, that 
opinion whyche fapneth that the ſuppcr of the 
loꝛde is a ſacrefice wherby we gette and obtay 
ne rempſſion of lynnes, kyghteth 2 *be 

eme 


ſame,as it muſte be taken awapye i condemned 
diuplliſche. hat it repugneth is moſt certapne. 
Fo: how ca theſe thynges agree: q hat Thiiſt 
in dieng, offered ſactifice to the father: whetby 
ones fo: all he opta ned pardon and remiſſion 
of all onre ſinnes:⁊ that we muſte ſacrifpce a- 
gayne daplye, that we may obtayne that thing 
whyche is to bc ſowgght in hys oncly death; 
Thys erroure was not at the higheſte inconti⸗ 
nent vpon the begynnyng, but increaſynge by 
Iytle and lytle, it was at length bꝛought to this 
point. It is manifeſt þ the fathers ot olde txme 
called the ſupper a ſacrifice, But they ſho we a 
rcaſon why, becauſe the death of Chiſte is re: 
pꝛeſented there in. Che pꝛ ſaiynge therfoꝛ, is to 
this purpoſe, that becauſe the ſupper is the me 
moꝛie of that onlye ſacrifice, wherin we ought 
vtterlpe to content oure ſelues, therfoꝛe is that 
name attributed. Neythet cane 3 blame the cu 
ſtome of the olde congregation, becauſe they 
dide in they? geſture + ricte fig urate a certapue 
ymage of a ſacrifice, w ſame the cet monies in 
mancr, that were in vſe vnder 5 olde law:this 
one thringe cxcepted, þ inſtcadè of a beaſt, they 
vſed bꝛeade foz they: ſacrifyce. W hych thyng 
fo: that it pꝛicketh to nete the err rſhe merke 
and ts not agreable to the inſtituciõ of the loꝛd 
Ido not alowe it 

k Fox in the olde teſtament, the yme of f Pau 
res, the loꝛde inſtituted ſache ccrin ouies, to be 
ob ſetued, vntpl that ſacryfpce were celebꝛated 
in the fle ſhe of his moſte deare bcloucd ſonne, 
whyche was the truthe ot them all. 

Seyns tderfoze , all thxs is finiſhed, there 
rcmapneth ne moe but that we vſe the cũmu⸗ 
nion therof, It is thertoꝛe ſluperſ uo 11 de⸗ 

clare 


tlare that thynge, wyth figures. Therfoꝛe, by 
the inſtitucion of Chʒiſt, we are not commaun 
ded to offer oꝛ ſacrifice : but to tane and eate 
the thynge that is all redye offered and ſacrifi- 
ced. Ind although the aũcientes, dyd ſomwhat 
offende in that obſeruacion: vet was not the 
impiete ſo great as that which dide afterward 
creepe in. Foꝛ the thyng that was pꝛoper and 
peculiar to the death of Lhzyſte, was vtterlyr 
tranſpoſed to the maſſe: that it might ſatiſſyc 
to god foꝛ oure offences, + that we might be re⸗ 
concyled by it. Beſyde theſe thynges, that of; 
kicc whyche was Chꝛyſtes, was attributed vn 
to them whych called them ſelues puſtes that 
they myghte ſacrifice vnto god, and that they 
myght pꝛape betoꝛe hym wyth theyꝛ ſacrifices 
to optayne pardone aud remiſſion of cure [;n- 
nes. J wyl not diſſemble theſe ſolucion which 
the ennemies of the truth do bꝛynge in this ma 
ter. That the maſſe is no newe ſacrifyce, but 
the applycacion of that onlye ſacrifycc wier 
Of J haue ſpoken . àAlthoughe they go about 
to couer theyie abhominacion wyth ſome ma⸗ 
ner colour: yet doth it magnifeſtlye apeare to 
be a mere cauillacion. Fo! it is not onelyt ſaid 
that the ſacrifice of Chꝛyſte is but one:but ai- 
ſo that it oughte not to be iterate , ſeynge that 
the fozce and efficacie therof is perpetual. t is 
not ſayd that Lhiyſte was ones offered vp o 
the father, that other ſhoulde afterwarde vie 
the ſame oblacion: that they myght applye vn 
to vs the foꝛce of hys interceſſpon: but that he 
is entred into the ſanctuarye ofheauen , ano 
that he apperethe there to the intente he mare 
make the father mercyfnil vnto vs, t11cu- 
ghe hys interceſſion , As conſernynge _ 
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appiycacyon of the merit of his death, that ws 
map feale the fruite thcrof: that is done, not af 
ter ſuche ſoꝛt as they of the poppſhe churche 
thynke it to be done: but when we recepue the 
tydynges of the Goſpell,euen ſuch as the mi⸗ 
niſters whom God hath ozdepned as embaſas 
tours, dooe in they preachynge pꝛoteſte: pea 
ſuch as he hath ſcaled wyth ſacramcntes as 
wyth ſeales. All, as wal teachers as paſtours 
haue alowed thys opinion of the conunone pco 
ple whcrin they ſuppoſed, that man to deſcrue 
mercpe and tuſtificacion(cuen foz the wozkes 
{ake)whyche wolde heare oz bye a maſſe, 

But 5 ſape, that pt we wpll take any pzofyte 
of*the ſupper, we muſte bzyng thether nothing 
of oure owne, to the intent to deſerue the thing 
that we loke toꝛ: but that we muſte onelpe re 
teyue wyth fayth, the mercye that is in it offe⸗ 
red vn; o vs. And pet doth not that mercye te⸗ 
mayn: in the ſacrament:but as it commeth frõ 
the troſſe of Lhziſt,cuen ſo it ſendeth vs backe 
agayne to the ſame. othynge ther toꝛe, is ſo 
contrarie to the true vnder ſtandyng of the ſup 
per, as to make therot᷑ a ſacrifice, Fo it wpll 
not ſuffer vs to acknowledge the deathe of 
Chziſte to be the onelp ſacrifice , whiche ſhall 
contincwe foꝛ euer. Theſe thpnges well vnder 
ſtande, it ſhall be euydent that al thoſe maſſes 
wherin is no ſuche tommunton of the ſupper 
as the Loꝛde inſtituted, are nought elſe but ve: 
rye abominacyon. Fox the Lozde dyd not 03s 
dayne that the pꝛiſt onely ſhould ſeuerally ſas 
tyſſye him ſelfe aftcr he had fyniſhcd his facry 
fyce:but his wyl was p this ſacramet ſhoulde 
be diſtributed in an open aſſemble , lyke vnto 
$ firſt ſupp whichhe celcb1ated this apeſtles 


But after that this deteſtable opinion was 
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muented, this vnhappie tuſtome pꝛotedeth ont 
of it as out of an hell mouthe, wherin the peo 
ple contentyng them ſelues with being pꝛet ent 
at the action, as though they ſhould th:rby op 
tapne ſome great merite, do in the mean? trme 
abſtayne from the comunton:becauſe the pꝛeſt 
boſtcth' that he offereth ſacrifice foz all and 
chieflie foz them that be pꝛeſent. J let paſſe the 
diſceptes and illucions wherin is ſo mochs 
vnſeamelpneſſe, that they are not to be ſpoken 
of :as ts attribute to euerie little ſaynt his ap- 
pꝛopꝛiate maſſe: and to transferre vnto watte 
and wpll( as we ſape in the French pꝛouerbe) 
the thyng that is ſpoken of the ſupper of the 
loꝛd. Allo to make marchandiſe therof. With 
the other puddell of kilthyneſſes which haue 
ſpꝛonge of thys name ſacrifice , In other en⸗ 
to wre tolo weth whych the dcuyll hath ſowen 
to the intent to coꝛrupte this holie miſterie: 
that is to ſape, in that he commented the trãt⸗ 
ſubſtanciacion of the bꝛead into the bodpe, 
and of the wyne into the bloude of Chniſt, afs 
ter the woꝛdes ſhould tr pꝛonounſed wyth the 
intente to conſecrate. 

Fy:ft that coment hath no foundacion at all 
in the ſcripture, nepther hath it any teſtimonte 
of the olde congregacion : and therfoze can it 
by no meanes agree oꝛ ſtande with the woꝛdes 
of the loꝛd. Js not ſuch an interpꝛetacion to 
violent and to moch wꝛeaſted ! To ſay , that 
whan Chꝛiſt ſhewyng bꝛeade, calleth it his bo 
die, the ſubſtance of the bꝛeade is conſumed, + 
that the bodie of Chꝛiſt ſuccedethe in the place 
therof ? But it neadeth not to call the matticr 
into queſtion:ſeyng that Þ bꝛyght and ſplendi 
ferouſe veritie is of it ſelfe able to cont̃ute ſo 
abcſurde a vanitie. F let paſſe infinite _— 
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nies bothe of the ſcripture and of the fathers 
alſo wherin the ſacrament is called bzeade J 
{ay this onelpe, that the nature of the ſacra 5 
ment —— the materiall bzxcad remayne 
fozp viſible ſigne of the body. Fo? it is a gene 
rall rule among the ſacramentes:that the tig⸗ 
nes which we ſe in them, ought to haur ſomes 
ſimilptude wyth the ſpiritual thyng that they 
repꝛeſent. As we are therfoze in baptyſme, cer 
titied that oure ſoules be inwardlpe waſhed , 
whan the water, that waſheth p fylth of p bo 
dy is, powꝛed vp5 vs to declare Þ ſame thing: 
tuen ſo muſt there neades be in the lupper ma⸗ 
teriall bꝛeade, that it map be declared vnto vs 
that the bodye of Chꝛiſte is our: foode, Fox 
what declaracyon were it, vt the qualitie whit 
nes ſhould repꝛeſent vnto vs that bodye, We 
knowr therfoze manyfeſtlys, that vnleſſe the 
ſubſtance of bꝛꝛeade do there remapne, al the re 
pꝛelentacion, whiche the loꝛde, wpllynge to ac⸗ 
commo date him ſelfe to oure int irmitie, gaue 
vnto vs: dothe vrterlye de ape and periſhe, 
Foz Þ woꝛdes which the Lozd ſpake, ſounde 
noleſſe than pf one woulde ſape, In lyke man⸗ 
ner as mans body is nouriſhed and ſuſtayned 
wyth bꝛꝛade:ſo is my fleſhe the ſpiritual food 
wherwyth the ſoules be quickn:d. Byſpdes 
theſe thynges, Foꝛ what purpoſe doth Paule 
pꝛopone that ſimilytude: as one lote is made 
of many graynes, mingled and iopned to ge⸗ 
ther one wyth an other: euen ſo wee ( foz as 
moche as we take parte all of one bead) ought 
to be faſte ioyned to gather one wyth another 
Ind yk the whytneſſe onelye ſhoulde remapne 
wythout the ſubſtance, were it not a thynge to 
de laughed at to here a man ſpeake as Paule 
doth : wherkoze wythout any doub tyn 3 at al 
con;

J conclud? that this tranſubſtanciacion is the 
dcuylles interpꝛetacion, to depꝛaue the truths 
of the ſupper. | | 

Manpe dotyng caſtes haue folowed of this 
Iye:+ woulde God they had not ben moꝛe then 
dotyng caſt:s,x that they had not ben alſo hox 
rible abominaciõs. Fo: mcen(1magynyng, J cã 
not tell what maner of placely pꝛeſence) haue 
taught p bothe the diuinite x the humanitie of 
Chꝛiſt are faſtned vnto p whiteneſſe, nothyng 
tõſideryng what inconuniẽ es folowed vpõ 5 
ſame. Although the olde dortozs of Dozbone 

haue reaſoned verey ſubtyllie, how Þ bodpe ; 
bloud is ioyned w the lignes: yet can it not be 
denied, but p in the popyſhe church, was recey- 
ued bothe of high + lowe, and is at this dape 
wyth fyze,{wo2de , moꝛder, and all kynde of 
toꝛmentes cruzlye defended + holden, this opti; 
nion:that Chꝛiſt is conteyned vnder theſe lyg 
nes + that we ought to ſeke him ther. 

cMbych opinion pf they wyl mayntaine:no re 
medye they muſt alſo grante, that the body of 
Chꝛiſte( as a,thyng infinite)is conteyned in no 
palce,othcr elſe that it is in diuers places at 
ones. and in the affirmynge herok, they come 
at lenght to this paſſe, that it deffereth nothing 
at all frome a fantaſticall apparicion. To ap⸗ 
popnte therfoze ſuche kynde of pꝛeſens inclo⸗ 
ſed in a place, wherin the bodye of Chziſte 
ſhoulde be included in, oꝛ as they ſay locallyc 
iopned to the lygne:is not on:Ipe a thynge foly 

ſhe, but alſo an execrable errour diminiſhing 5 

glozi of chiiſt:x vtterli deſtroing al Þ ought to 

be beleued as cõcerninge his humane nature, 
+02 the ſcripture teachcth in euerye plate, that 

Ipke as in ycarthe Chꝛiſte toke oure humanite 

euen ſo, he pluckynge Þ ſame out of this moꝛ⸗ 
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. tallecſtate, and pet nothynge chaungynge the 
nature therof,caricd it vp into heauen. And 
fo: thys cauſe ought we whan we [peake of 
the humanitie of chꝛiſt, to coſider two thinges 
The tpꝛʒſt, that we diminiſhe nothynge ot the 
veritie of his nature. he other, that we dero⸗ 
gate no: hynge of his gloriouſe eſtate. And to 
Dove this thynge in his kynde,, we muſte Ipfte 
vp oure myndes into heauen, that we map ſcke 
oure redemere ther e. Foz yt we wyll caſte him 
frome vs vnder the coꝛtuptpble el:mentes of 
thys wozldc: we ſhall bothe deſtrope thoſe thin 
ges whiche the ſcriptures do wyptnes as con⸗ 
cerning his humane nature:and alſo bꝛynge to 
nought his moſt glozicus aſcfcio. But becauſe 
many men haue abundantly handled this mat⸗ 
ter: I had rather let it paſſe than to wade, fur⸗ 
ther therin. Mp ͤ mynde was to note, by the 
wape, this thynge onelye. Chat to thynke that 
Chꝛiſt is ſhute vp vnder the bzcad and wine, o⸗ 
ther els to ioyne the ſo together, that our mind 
cleane fafte there and is not erected into heauẽ 
is a d'nilyſhe dottage, whiche thynge 3, ſhall 
alſo touch in an othere place. Ind whan thys 
peruerſe opinion was ones recepued, it ingen 
dꝛed many other ſuperſticpons. Ipꝛſt that car 
nall ado ꝛacion, which is none other thing bus 
meere idolatrie. Fo: pt a man wolde pꝛoſtrat⸗ 
Him ſelfe befoze the bꝛeade, and honoure Chꝛiſt 
there, as p* he were there pꝛeſ ente, conteyned 
therin: were not that the ſettyng vp of an idol: 
in ſteade of the ſacrament / Foz we were not 
commanded to honoure, but to eat. We ought 
not therfoze ſo raſhlye to attempt that thynge 
Foꝛthermoꝛe this was an obſeruacyon in the 
olde congregacion, to admoniſhe the people, be 
fore the ſupper ſhoulde be ——— 


lpkte vp th2p1 hertes, to the intent they choulde 
vnderſtande, that they ought not to ſtyke in p 
vylible ſygne, yt they wolde hononre CThziſt a 
ryght. But we ſhall not longe contende as con 
ternynge this article:pf the preſence and con : 
iunction of the verite wyth the lſygne be well 
bnderſtande: wherof J haue all redye ſpoke + 
wyl here after declare at large, out of the ſame 
fountayne are ſpꝛongen the reſidwe of the ſu⸗ 
perſtictouſe ceremonies:as to carpe the ſacras 
ment thoꝛowr the ſtreetes ones in the pere, as 
it were in a pompe, an other ſeaſon to ſet vp a 
tabernacle foꝛ it, and to kepe it all the pere loge

In ſo moch þ themaſſe which is vſed in ß ps 
pyſhe church in ſteade of the ſupper, if J ſhulde 
defyne it a righte, is none other thynge, than a 
meere apyſſh emu acion and diſgiſed maſking 
I call it an apyſh emulacion, becauſe that lyke 
as apes do playe the wantons in immitatyng, 
rudly and without reaſon, the wotkes of men: 
euẽ ſo do they immitate the loꝛdes holy ſupper 
in ſuche wyſe, that w they: pꝛepeſterous inut 
cions, thep toꝛrupte the hole truthe therof, Ind 
to declare thys to be true, is not thys the chick 
thyng that the loꝛd left wyth vs, that we ſhold 
celebꝛate thys miſterpe wyth perfecte and true 
vnderſtandynge! wher vpon it foloweth that 
the ſubſtance therof conſiſteth in doctrine. 
Ind that ones taken awape, there remay⸗ 
neth noughte elſc but a cerimonpe, colde and 
without vertuꝛ 02 ſtrenght. Not onlye the ſcrr 
ptures ate wytneſſes of thys thynge, but alſo 
the popes own: lawes:wherin there is a le ten 
te alleged, in wizpch Puguſtine aſkethwhat oz 
ther thynge baptiſm? ſhoulde bee without the 
woꝛde, than a coꝛruptible element. Wyth the 
woꝛde, as he ad>eth! incontinent, not in that it 
is pꝛonounted, but bycauſe it is vnderſtand xc, 
Wherby he declareth that the lacramentes do 
take they: fo:ce and euergye of the woꝛd of the 
loꝛde: wan it is pꝛeached after ſuche ſoꝛte as 
it maye be vnderſtanded. The relidwe, is not 
worthy the name of a facrament. But in the 
maſſe, it is ſo farre vnlone that any doctryne 
ſhold be intelligibly harde, that contrarie wiſe 
al the wholc miſterſc is though to te pphaned 
vnleſſe all thynges be ſayde and doone pꝛiuilye 
x couertlp to the intent nothynge map be percep 
12d 02 vnderſtande. Ho, that theyꝛ confeeratis - 
dyffereth nothynge from? a kynde of inchant⸗ 
ment 


met. Foꝛ after the maner of an inchaiiter, fey 
thynke that wyth why peryngcs + diners ge⸗ 
ſtures, they bzynge Chꝛyſte out of heauen into 
they: handes. Wherby we perteyue, that the 
maſſe ſo oꝛdeyned , is rather a manifeſt + open 
pꝛophanation of the ſupper, than the obſerua⸗ 
tion therot:and that the peculyer and chife ſub 
ſtance of the ſupper wanteth:whych conſiſteth 
in thys thynge , that the miſterte be trulye ope⸗ 
ned to the people, and the pꝛomeſſes reherſed 
wyth open voyte:not that the pꝛiſte: wyth out 
other rcaſon 02 vnderſtandyng, ſhoulde ſtylly 
whyſper out an hummynge that can not be vn 
derſtande. I call it a playe oz meckyna, becauſe 
thore is nought elfe ſene but the folyſhneſſe # 
geſtures of players: whyche thynges wolde bez 
come a plape moch better then the ſacred ſup- 
per of the low, No doubt, the ſacrifices of the 
olde teſtament were celebꝛa ted wyth divers or 
nam-ntes +4 cerimonics But becauſe they had 
a good ſignificacion,and were all oꝛdeyned to 
inſtructe and exerſice the people tn godlyneſſe: 
they were farre vnlyke vnto theſe, whych ſer⸗ 
ue koꝛ non other purpoſe at all, but that wyth⸗ 
aut anp maner p2ofite they maye occuppe and 
holde ſuſpenſe, the mynde ot the people.

Foꝛ pf J lape foꝛ me this one thyng , what 
ſo euer was then doone was founded in the 
commaundement of God : and that they: foo⸗

ference» But J haue thynges to diſpꝛoue th? 

whyche be moche grzater then theſebe , Fox 
it was not ſoꝛ naught that th: lozd preſcribed 
ſuch a foꝛme fe2 a tyme, to the intent that at Þ 
lengthe it Could: haue an end and be abroga⸗ 
te. No doubt becauſe he Had not as then decla 
red hys doctrine ſo playnly, he wold ſo moche 
P rather þ his people ſhold be erertiſed in kigu 
res:that the thynge whych wanted in that te- 
ſtamcnt,myght be repared in the other. But 
ſenſe that Chꝛiſt apeared in the fleſhe: Toke by 
howe moche moꝛe the doctrine is lyghtcned, ſo 
moch moꝛe are the figur2s diminiſſhed. Sepng 
thertoꝛe we haue the bodyc. we muſt leaue the 
ſhadowes. Fo: yf we wyll repteniThe the abo 
IvMh:d cerimonies:we ſhal patche agayne that 
vayle, that Chaiſt brake in ſunder by his death 
and ſo ſhall we obſcur: and darken the lyght 
of the Goſpel. Thus do we pertepue, that this 
multitude of cerimonſes, whych is ſene in the 
maſſe, is the form: of the Jewyllhe law, vt ter 
ly contrarie to the chꝛyſtid retygyon, Þ am not 
of that mynde that J wold diſprone all cerimo 
nies, whyche do ſerue to honeſtie and a publy⸗ 
ke oꝛder, wherby the moꝛe reuerence is geuen 
to th? facrament:ſo that they do well agree to 
the purpoſe,and be ſobꝛꝛe. But that vnmenſu- 
rabla laboꝛynthe, maye by no meanes be ſuTer 
red:for as moche as it hath ingendꝛed infinite 
ſuperſticios,+ made the people as it were ama 
ſed without any maner edificacion . By this 
it may eaſplye be percepued wh2rin thoſe vata 
whom god hath opened the vnderſtandyng of

other fo repute ; pꝛieſt for a medlatoure, whi⸗ 
che may applie the merites of Lhziſtes paſſion 
vnto thẽ Þ bye maſſes, oz be pꝛeſẽt at þ doyng 
of them, oꝛ do wyth deuocion woꝛſhippe them, 
But they {hall rather b:leue that the death and 
paſſion of Chꝛyſte, is the only ſacryfice wher⸗ 
by the ire of god is pacificd, and perpetuall iu⸗ 
ſtice gots vnto vs. Ind bylpdes theſe thynges 
that the lozde Jeſus is entred into the celeſtiall 
Cictuarie:that he may there ſhow him ſelue foꝛ 
vs, and by the vertur of his ſacrifice, pzapc fox 
vs. But pet they ſhal eſealy grant, that the fru 
pte ot᷑ his death is communicate vnto vs in the 
ſupper, not by the merite of the woꝛke, but fo 
the pꝛomeſſes that are made vnto vs therin, ſo 
that w imbꝛace them wyth faith. Foꝛthermoꝛe 
they ought in no caſe to graunte that the bꝛead 
is tranſſubſtanciat ed as they ſay) into the bo⸗ 
dye of Chiyſt,o2 the wyne into bloud: but they 
muſt in that thyng conſtantly beleue, that the 
viſible ſygnes do retapne his ſubſtaunce, that 
they may repꝛeſent vnto vs, that ſpiritual ve- 
ritie wherof J haue ſpoken befoꝛe. Therdlpe, 
altought thei ought to be lurly pꝛrſuaded with 
them ſelues that the loꝛde doth in very dede ge- 
ue the ſame thyng that he doth repꝛeſent: and 
{o that wee do vnfaynedlye reccpus the bodpe 
and bloude of Lhitſte:yct chal they not ſeke it 
as included vnder the bꝛead, oꝛ faſtn:d(as they 
faye locally vnto the viſible ſygne: moche leſſe 
oughte they to honoure the ſacrament , but to 
ſkretch vp the minde into heaut, that they may 
there receyue and honour? Lhayſt?. 

Henſe ſal it com: to paſſe that they ſhall 
diſpite and condemn? fot ydolatrye , all thoſe 
ſuperſticiouſe cerym3ny2s , as well of th: ca- 
piyng fozth of p ſacramẽt in põpe : gem 
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of the bupldyng bp of thoſe tabernacles wheor: 
in it is bet foꝛth to be honoured, Foz the pꝛo⸗ 
meſſes of ths loꝛde ſtreche no farther, then to þ 
vſc whych he comitted vnto vs. Foꝛthermoe 
they (ha! iudge the inftitucion of the loꝛde to be 
violated and bꝛoken, in that the people is rob⸗ 
bed of the one parte of the ſacrament, and that 
it is neteſſarie, that bothe partes be wholy dps 
ſtributed, pt it ſhoulde be oblerued aryght, In 
fynne, they ſhal ſuppoſe, that it is not onely ſu 
perfftuouſe but alſo dayngerouſe, and that it 
becometh not the chiyſtian relpgion, to vſe ſo 
many cerimonies, tak? of the Jewes, moꝛe thi 
the ſymplicitie wherin the apoſtles inſtructed 
vs. They hal alſo iudge that it is euen of an 
bngodlye krowardneſſe, ſo to celebꝛate the ſup 
per with geſtures and maſkers mouinges, that 
no doctrine at al may there bc herde, but is ra⸗ 
ther burped,as though it were a certepne kynd 
of magycall arte. To conclude at the laſte, wee 
muſt now come to the laſt of the chicke partes 
That is to ſave, to that contencion whyche in 
our tym? is ſt:ered in this mattier whyche , fox 
as moch as no doubt it was of the deuplles ſte 
rynge vpon to let, oꝛ rather to bꝛeake the cour⸗ 
ſe of the Goſpell, Þ wolde wyſſhe it to be foꝛ 
goten fo2 euer:moch leſſe can I be delyted in p 
rehcrſpng of the Came, 

But becauſe J do percepue verye many godly 
myndes, whych know? not whyther to tourne 
them ſelues: Y wyll bꝛyfl e ſave the thyng that 
I ſhall thynke neceſſarie to declare how they 
map del puer them ſelues. 

Fpiſte, I deſyꝛe and beſcche all faythfull 
perſones cue foꝛ the names ſake of the Iyuyng 
god, that they be not greatlye offended, becau⸗ 
ſe thys cõtrouerſie is moued amog the þ ou 
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the chyefe tapitapnes, in reſtoꝛynge and b1ing- 
pnge in agapne of the doctryne of the gol pell. 
. Foz itis no newe thynge foz the Lozde to ſuf 
fer his ſcruauntes to be ignorant in ſome thin 
ges:and ſutfer them to contende among them 
ſekucs:not that he woulde ſuffer- them to erre 
contynuallye,but foz a tyme : to the intent he 
myght make them moꝛe humble. And no doubt 
pt althynges bad chaunced pzoſperiouſlpe to 
thys daye, and had flowed attoꝛdynge to oure 
wyll, perchaunce men woulde haue foꝛgotten 
them ſclues:other elſe the mercye of God ſhuld 
not haue ben fo moche knowen as it ought to 
be. Ind therfo:e the loꝛdes wyl was to take a- 
wape from men al occaſpon of glozipnge:that 
glozye myght be geuen vnto hym onelpe. 
Fozthermoze , pf wee conſyder with ho we 
great darkeneſſe the woꝛlde was beſet, when 
they whpch moued thys controuerſie, begane 
to leade vs backe agayne to the lyght sf the ve 
ritie:in dede we wyll meruayle nothynge at all 
though they knew not al thynges cuen frome 
the begyning. It is rather a notable miracle of 
god, that they, in ſo lttle ſpace of time, were ſo 
illumined, that they them ſelues myght eſcape 
and lende other out of that ſynke of erroures 
wherin we had ben ſo longe tyme dz0wned, 
But there is no better way, than to reherſe 
the mattier it ſelfe euen as it was done. Fox 
therdy it ſhal appere, that there is not ſo moch 
mattier of offence in this behalte, as is comon- 
lye ſuppoſed to be. 

UM han Litther begane to teache, he hand⸗ 
led the matticr of the ſupper ſo, that, as cõter⸗ 
nyng the coꝛpoꝛall pꝛeſence of £hzyſte, he ſcas 
med to leaue it ſuche, as all men dyde than con 
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Foꝛ condemning tranfſubſticiacion, he ſayd p 
the bead was the bodie of Lhziſt, becauſe it 
was ioyn. d to gether with him Bpſides this, 
he added certapn hard and groſſe ſimilitudeg 
But thathe dide by compulſion, becauſe he 
cou'dnot other wiſe declare his mynde , Foz 
it is an harde thyng to expounde ſo harde a 
matticr:and not to vſe ſome thynges, not all 
of the fitticſt foꝛ the purpoſe. Akter this dide 
zuinglius + Decolampadius begyne to growe 
VO hich whan they conſydered the gyle and 
deſteyt that the deuille had brought in, ineſta⸗ 
blyſſhyng that carnal pꝛeſence:whych had ben 
taught and belcucd foꝛ. vi. hundꝛeth peres befo 
re:tijey ſippoſed it wyckedneſſe to diſſemble a 
mattier of ſo great impoꝛtaunce. Ind chyeflye 
becauſe there was annexed vnto thys erroure, 
an crecrable idolatrie, that Chꝛyſte ſhoulde be 
woꝛſhrpped as included vnder a picce of bꝛead 
But becauſe it was very hard, to pul back this 
opinion, whichc had ben longe x deaplyc roted 
in the hertes of men, they applyed all the foꝛce 

of there wytt, to inpugne the lame, teachynge 
that it was a moſte groſe and abſurde erroure 
not to acknowlcge thoſe thyinges whyche bee 
throughout the whole ſcripture, teſtified of the 
aſcencion of Chꝛpſte. That he, in the nature of 
man, is rccepued in to heauẽ, and that he (bal ta 
rye there vntyl he deſcende to iudge the woꝛld. 
But whylſe they were very moche bente vnto 

this purpoſe:they omited to derlare what pꝛe⸗ 

ſence of Chꝛpſt in the ſupper we ought to bele 

ue, and what com muniõ of his body and blode 

is ther reteyued.

to gether, durynge whiche tyme, neyther partie 
would, w indifferẽt and quyete mmynde here o⸗ 
ther. Foꝛ although þ they dide ones cõferr bes 
twene the ſelues:vet was there ſo great aliena 
tion of myndes , þ they departed the ptrpoſe 
not bought to paſſe: Foz whan they ſhould ha 
ue come to ſome conco2de, they recopled moꝛe # 
moꝛe:myndyng nought elſe but ts defede theyꝛ 
opinion + to contute the contrary, we perceiue 
therkoꝛe in what thing Luther crred x alſo whe 
rin zynglius + Oecolipadfus dire erre: It was 
Luthers dutye:at Þ begnnyng to admoniſch þ 
it was not his purpoſe to ſtablyſſhe ſuch a lo⸗ 
call pzeſence as Þ papiſtes do dꝛeame.
